What's News- the media report 

The FCC has shut down an unlicensed FM broadcaster in Sacramento, CA, 
for interference. The station, reportedly operating on 107.2 MHz (which 
is not a normal FM channel) was reported by the FAA for having at least 
four spurs in the aircraft band, and the station transmitter was also 
drifting. The station was not identified. [Radio World, April 15, 1998, 
pp.21 

Apparently there is now a flood of micro ' casting proposals before the 
FCC. A new petition from the Community Radio Coalition seeks 
establishment of what would effectively be a Low Powered FM class, with 
maximum allowed power of 250 watts at 100 meters above average terrain, 
or the equivalent. This would be much more worthwhile than the 1-watt 
petition that the FCC already has under consideration but is very 
unlikely to succeed. [Radio World, April 15,1998, pp.3]

or: How to Become more Involved with The ACE 

There seems to be a lot of misunderstanding out there about how this 
club really works. I keep hearing a small bunch of whiners out there 
complaining of "an elitist clique" running things.

The ACE, like all the other radio clubs and other hobby groups (not 
including the ARRL which is actually a corporate lobby) , is dependent 
on something called VOLUNTEERS - ever hear of the word?

The URL for this truly remarkable and extremely valuable site has changed in 1998, so if 
http://www.qsl.net/ybOrmi/cland.htm is not the bookmark that you have on this one, you ought to 
add it right away. Nick's site is an extremely comprehensive guide to the clandestine radio scene, 
including the latest information, station audio, historical information, political connections, links, and 
just about any sort of information you might need in the clandestine DXing hobby. 
Just to give you an illustration of the comprehensive nature of Nick's site, here is a list of stations 
where he added updated information during the first two weeks of April: Voice of Southern 
Azerbaijan, Radio NADECO, Voice of the Worker, Iraqi Broadcasting Corporation, Voice of Iraqi 
People, Voice of Kurdistan, Voice of the People of Kurdistan, Radio Free Asia, Voice of Tibet, Voice 
of Sudan, Voice of Tigray Revolution, Holy Koran Radio, Radio Hargeisa, Radio Mogadishu, 
Democratic Voice of Iran, Voice of the People of Kurdistan, Voice of Abkahazia, VORGAN, Radio 
Democracy for Africa, Voice of the Patriot, Radio Free Sahara, Voice of Independent Kashmir, Voice 
of Iranian Kurdistan, Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan, Voice of the People of Kurdistan, Voice of East Timor, 
Democratic Voice of Burma, and La Voz Escambray.

ACE CLANDESTINE AWARD 
ACE Veried Response editor John T. Arthur reports that a stock of the sharp new ACE awards 
certificates have arrived. I'm sure that John will cover the details of applying for these awards in his 
column. One of the categories in the awards program, of course, is conferred for receipt of various 
clandestine station QSL totals. John reports that he recently received a QSL from Radio Free Asia, 
which raises an issue that we discussed a number of years ago when we started the ACE clandestine 

When determining whether a QSL counts as a clandestine, how do we handle stations like this one? 
Obviously, pure "white" clandestines that operate covert transmitters like La Voz del CID can count 
fhr this purpose. But, when we get into the area of "black" clandestines and/or political groups that air 
clandestine programming by buying time on licensed transmitters, the issue becomes more murky. 
Kimir new .stations have muddled the waters even more since we last brought up this issue. Radio 
Kudimt Nigeria, which in my mind is definitely a clandestine station, is well known to use the Sentech 

SWBC 0 imittol in South Africa on a leased time arrangement. This has been confirmed by the 

Scutcch schedule on their web site. The technique is increasingly common among clandestines. Even 
sialic renlly pine hi 'Mm rlamlrstincs, such as the old Basque station Radio Euzkadi from the 1960's, 
me DOW known to hnve leased time on licensed broadcasters (a Venezuelan point-to-point utility 
slaiinn in tin- rase nl l ii/kadi). So, should we count stations like this toward awards? The Congress 
seems to be slnrling up new "Radio Free (fill in the blank) stations like Radio Free Asia, Radio Free 
Alnni. Kmlm I ice West Virginia (just kidding on this one), etc. as fast as bills can be put into the

INDEPENDENT KENYA RADIO NIXED BY GOVERNMEN T 
Niek Grace sends in an article from the VOA web site about action by the government of Kenya to 
"qua»h plnns hy a newspaper publishing company to start up the country's first independent radio and 
television station by canceling its broadcast licenses." Nation Printers and Publishers, one of the largest 
media corporations in Africa and the publisher of Kenya's largest newspaper, announced that it had 
bought the East Africa Television Network. Possession of its unused TV and FM broadcasting licenses 
was part of the deal. NPP has plans to compete with the Kenya Broadcasting Corporation, a 
government monopoly. However, government information minister Joseph Nyaga canceled the 
licenses in mid-March. The newspaper published harsh attacks on this decision. Nick notes that 
gopher://gopher.voa.gov:70/00/newswire/fri/KENYA BROADCAST DISPUTE is the direct route 
to the full VOA text on this incident. 

Actions like this are still pretty common around the world. Might Kenya develop some clandestines, 
similar to the situation we now see in Nigeria? It's worth keeping an eye on.

Covert Comms

One of the most common CW numbers stations, P7X, has returned to the air, this time on 543 1 .5. 
Usually two 5L messages are sent an hour with each message repeated, for a total of four 
transmissions an hour. However, recently I've noticed that this format hasn't been followed that 
closely. There seems to be one message sent an hour with a repeat. 

The messages are always 120 groups long and with the same preamble, such as this example: 
QRA DE P7X IIPII 072230Z GR 120 BT. The date/time group is always correct, except on the 
message repeats which will have the same time as the original transmission. This station will 
usually be on the air for several hours, and numerous messages will be sent. The messages 
themselves consist of random 5L groups, with the last group always the same as the first. 

Between each CW transmission can be heard high-speed data transmissions. These signals are 
of a very high bit rate with a wide shift. The purpose of these signals is not known, but I have a 
theory. More on this later. 

P7X has been heard quite often the past several years on 3278, 4416, 5125, 5397, 5431.5, 
5879.5, and 8039.5. This station has been recently using two frequencies in parallel. When I first 
started logging this station I didn't ever hear any parallel freqs, so I dont know if this is a new- 
characteristic of this station or not. 1 have also noticed this station using the callsigns E9I and 
K3C. P7X is the most commonly used callsign, and I haven't noticed any other callsign used for 
quite some time. I'm not sure if this is significant or not, but each callsign is a letter-number-letter 
callsign. 

P7X tends to stay on one frequency for several weeks before disappearing for a while, only to 
appear on another frequency. 

The big question is who is operating this station and for what purpose? It would appear that this 
station is being used for training purposes of some sort. Each message is always followed by the 
high-speed data signal. The question in my mind is why anyone would use slow CW (each 
message is sent at about 10 WPM) when they have the means to send high-speed data? It's 
obvious that CW would not be the main means of communication in this case. I believe that the 
data signal could be the correct text of the CW message sent to the receiving site for grading or 
comparison purposes. The CW instructor could then judge the student's copy with the correct 
message text. This is of course just speculation on my part. Another reason I suspect this is 
training activity is the fact that this station will transmit on one frequency for a few weeks, then 
disappear for a month or longer. This would not provide reliable communications for anyone. 
Normally stations will transmit daily, providing a constant link to their agents. 

So who is operating P7X? I have heard it rumored that it is operated by the U.S. military, and 
others have said it is run by French intelligence. P7X usually has a good signal in North America, 
and judging from the frequencies used, is located somewhere on the continent. Without any good 
DF equipment, it is very difficult if not impossible to find out exactly where this station is located. 
The U.S. military theory wouldn't be out of the question. 

Regardless of who is behind this station, it is a very professional operation. Mistakes are rare 
but they do still happen. On March 19, 21, & 26 1997 I copied P7X on 4416. Each transmission 
stopped short of completing the message, usually sending only 75-95 of the 120 groups. 



Just a quick note now to inform everyone that a few of us in the Midwestern states are planning 
on a get-together similar to the Kulpsville winter SWL fest to be held here in the Midwest this 
summer. The cities that have been proposed are Wichita, KS; Kansas City, Tulsa, OK; St. Louis, 
MO; Lincoln, NE; or Omaha, NE.
